Jelly Making In Autumn. 

The three autumn jellies advisa- 
ble for housekeepers to make are 
quince, grape and wild plum-—the 
last named being finer for game 
than any jelly made, The method 
of making, after the juice is pro- 
cured, is the sume for all. Measure 
the juice and boil for 20 minutes; 
add a pint of granulated sugar, 
which has been heated in the oven, 
for each pint of the juice, and as 
soon as it is thoroughly dissolved 
skim and fill into tumblers, each 
haying in ita silver spoon to pre 
vent cracking, Jelly so made will 
never fail, 

To procure the quince juice, just 
cover the parings and loft 
from the preserved fruit, from 
which all stems and defective parts 
have been left out, with cold water; 
boil until soft, mash and drain, An 
equal weight of tart apples may be 
added and cooked with the parings. 

The point in grape jelly is to have 
the grapes at their best stage, 
which is just when they are red, 
before turning purple, Ripe grapes, 
of course, can be made into jelly, 
but it is not nearly so fine in flavor 
or color, Stem the grapes, add a 
pint of water to 6 quarts, heat 
slowly, mashing them, and boil 
gently until all the juico is freed; 
strain, Wild grapes make a fine 
jelly. 

The wild plums must be coyered 
with cold water, brought to a boil, 
cooked to a soft mass and strained,

Japanese Gardening. 
The Japanese have the art of dwarf 


| ing trees to mere shrubs and of cultiva 


ting plants in a similar way. The peo- 
ple take great delight in their minia 
ture gardens, which require a special 
gardener to keep them down to desired 
limits, Tho author of fOn Short Leays 
to Japan’? writes; ‘A Japanese garden 
is generally about ten yards square, and 
in this small space is found a park and 
demesne, with lake, summer house, 
temples, trees, all complete, and all in 
keeping with the dimensions available 
The lake is four feet long and full of 
small goldfish, On the border stands a 
pine tree, exactly 18 inches high and 50 
years old. Beneath its shade is a tom 
ple carved out of one piece of stone the 
size of a brick. On a lofty crag of some 
2'4 feet stands a fine maplo tree, per 
fect in form and shape, 15 years old 
and 12 inches high. We bought three 
of these miniature trees later—a Inaple, 
a pine and a bamboo clump—each about 
1H years old and 18 inches to 2 feet 
bigh, growing in shallow dishes. Ws 
were told of a complete garden contain

1-3. ‘‘And when it came to pass that we 
were parted from them we sailed unto 
Byria and Jnnded at Tyre, for there the 
ship was to unlade her burden.’’ ‘This is 
fsumimary of these three verses, quoting 
from the R. V. He was hasting if it 
wero possible to beat Jerusalem by the 
day of Pentecost (chapter xx, 16), but as 
they were dependent upon the possibility 
of finding a vessel about to sail in the di 
rection in which they wished to journey, 
and upon favorable winds, if would not 
seem to us much like making haste.

Petersburg to Leadenhall market at a 
cheaper rate per ton than Surrey fowls 
can be brought from Horsham to Lon- 
don, The Transsiberian railway will 
tap another enormous game area, and 
the supply from the two extremes—the 
tume pheasantries of England and the 
uninhabited forests of the subarctic con- 
tinent—will continue to stock our mar- 
ket.

HOW NEW YORK'S POSTOFFICE GAVE 
HIM HIS FIRST START. 


He Received 5,000 That He Didn't Ex. 
pect It Was His Share of an Extra 
Profit the Firm Made by Following One 
of His Suggestions, 


The biggest, best and most expensive- 
ly furnished house in the town of Win- 
terport, Me., is owned and ocenpied by 
David Heagon Smith, a big, blue eyed 
Yankee, who started out asa poor boy 
and earned his money and his reputa- 
tion among the granite quarries of Pe- 
nobscot bay. Though Mr. Smith was 
always generous, giving liberally to 
church and charity, he has been known 
amon his friends as the ‘half cent 
min’? for nearly 80 yoars. 

Jopinning as a drag tender, young 
Simith worked his way up, and in 1870 
Was appointed general manager of the 
quarries on Dix island, nine miles south 
weet from Rockland. At that time the 
Dix Island Granite company, for which 
Mr. Smith worked, had just taken the 
contract to quarry and cut the stone for 
the New York postoffice. 

Stonecutters and blacksmiths received 
$3.50 a day for eight hours’ work, the 
United States paid the bills, and every- 
body connected with the work was pros- 
perous. The first set of pay rolls that 
Wis made out came back from Wash 
ington for revision, At $3.50 0 day a 
day's wages came out in even 
change, and so did a half day. The 
trouble was in the fourths. <A quarter 
of a day's pay was &87!'4 cents, and 
three-quarters of a day was $2.62!s, 
and while the government is honest it 
cannot and will not countenance the 
splitting of cents in the wages of any- 
body. 

When the matter was explained, there 
was a solemn meeting held in the com- 
pany’s office, which was attended by ©. 
P. Dixon of New York, the company’s 
treasurer; Alfred B. Mullett, United 
States supervising architect; two or 
three congressmen, including James G. 
Blaine, and asmall army of local bosses. 
Mr. Mullett proposed to divide the frac- 
tions equally on the quarters, giving 
the quarter of a day man $8 cents and 
the three-quarters of a day man $2. 62. 
Mr. Dixon was about to accede to the 
idea when Mr. Smith broke in, ridicul 
ing the idea of a great nation like the 
United States haggling and wriggling 
over a little matter of half acenta day. 
His argument prevailed, and, Mr. Mul 
lett yielding, the pay rolls allowed quar- 
ter of a day men &8 cents and half a 
day men $2.63. The workingmen gained 
both half cents and nobody was injured, 

The New York  postoffice, costing 
more than $7,000,000, was completed 
in 1874, and the new Philadelphia post 
office and courthouse was started the 
same year and finished in 1877, so near- 
ly 5,000 skilled mechanics had continu

Novelty In Cloth Printing. 

Cloth printing, so managed that the 
two sides are of entirely different pat- 
tern, is among the recent achievements 
of the dyer’s art. The two faced effect 
is produced by first dyeing the entire 
fabric through and through of a single 
color. The goods are then finished in the 
usual fashion. They are afterward passed 
over rollers, which are engraved with 
fine lines running diagonally in both 
directions. A careful adjustment of the 
pressure of the roller carrying the dye 
is made, thus preventing the color from 
striking through. The secret of success 
in this lies in the careful adjustment 
and in the accurate regulation of the 
quantity of color applied. There must 
be just enough to go half way through | 
the cloth, but no more. The results are 
very satisfactory and will be particular 
ly pleasing on heavy fabrics, as by this 
means they will give the effect of lin- 
ings of different colors from the outside 
—New York Ledger.

Precautions Against Yellow Fever. 

As precautionary measures against 
yellow fever South Americans usually 
recommend four things—avoidance of 
bananas, mangoes and other fruits, 
avoidance o¥ whisky and other strong 
liquors, scant exposure to the night air 
and all the quinine pills you can swal- 
low.

of Washington lay for six, weeks at 
Dobbs Ferry, onthe Hudson. Every 
day Sir Henry Clinton, who was in 
command of the British in New 
York, had been expecting an attack, 
and we now know Washington had 
been preparing to move against the 
city, but the failure of Count de 
Grasse, who was holding the French 
fleet at the West Indies, to co-operate 
with the troops on land had com- 
pelled him to abandon the project, 
and he had decided to move rapidly 
to the south and attack Cornwallis, 
who was then in Virginia.

The superiority of diffused light over

ciple involved in lighting a room = by

In four part harmony, the ideal is ap- 
proachable thro’ human voices only. In 
the various combinations of orchestral 
instruments either the string quartette 
or the four solo bass instruments of 
corresponding register, there is a wealth 
of tone color, and a fund of resource, 
but the Almighty reserved it for the 
human voice to give complete satisfac- 
tion, To be sure He has accorded the 
gift to but few, and of this number still 
fewer attain the technical acguirements 
necessary to a finished performance— 
but when the required conditions obtain, 
we who hear are the more gratified. 

The quartette more than fulfilled their 
tle of the program, for they were well 
lanced, they intoned well, and sang 
with great unanimity. Their training 
had been to good purpose, and_ they 
interpreted it conscientiously and yet 
with freedom, Possibly in “The Song 
of the Triton,” the bass and tenor were 
a little tardy with the monotorious 
“clink, clink” but the combination “cl” 
is & hard one to bring out on time, for 
there is so much of the aspirate in it. 

In the duet, the tenor was a little 
metallo, but quite atoned for it in his 
solos later on, These were merely songs 
requiring no great amount of technique, 
but nevertheless, calling for careful at- 
tention that smoothness should obtain; 
both his regular numbers and encore 
were excellently rendered, Miss Nicker- 
s0n was heard to very good advantage, 
for her number was sung most artisti- 
cally. A well deserved encore brought 
out a fetching little song which could 
not have been sung to better advantage, 
had the object of it been present(?) 

We have heard Mr, Hartmann before, 
and for this we are glad, for to judge of 
his abilities from this concert would not 
be fair. It was most decidedly an off 
hight for him; at numerous times the 
“longitudinal vibration” was most un- 
pleasantly distinct, and his harmonies 
and intervals several times were off 
color; but the “Serenade” by Herbert 
was Bioware with a breadth and precision 
which quite made up for the first num- 
bers, and came like dessert after a 
course of meat, good enough, perhaps, 
but not served a la mode. 

Mr. David of Chelsea made his first 
bow to a Woburn audfence, and we may 
assure those who did not hear him that 
they missed a very good thing, for 
which they can atone by going to Miss 
Lang’s concert later, when he will read 
again,

IN DEADLY PERIL. — 


A THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF THE 
NEW YORK FIRE PATROL. 


In the Face of Awful Danger the Men 
Spread Their Covers and Saved a Big 
Stock Working In a Verita- 


ble Shower Bath of Boiling Water. 


Charles T, Hill, in of 
vles on the New York tire department 
written for St. Nicholas, tells the fol- 
lowing story of the fire patrol: 

An incident that occurred at a severe 
fire in a big business house will give an 
idea of what the members of these pro- 
tective departments have to face at 
times in order to save property. The 
fire broke out about midnight in the 
basement of an immense fireproof build- 
ing on Greene street, extending a whole 
block from West Fourth street to Wash- 
ington place. When the firemen arrived, 
half the basement, or practically half 
the block, was in flames, but on account 
of the fireproof construction of the 
building the fire was confined to the 
basement part. 

The basement was occupied by a 
straw hat manufacturer, and the cap- 
tain of No. 2 fire patrol (one of the first 
companies to arrive) felt sure there 
must be a subcellar stored with a most 
perishable stock. How to reach it  be- 
fore the firemen began to throw water 
upon the fire was the question, It seem- 
ed well nigh impossible to get into the 
basement through the regular entrances, 
and to venture in while the fire was 
raging as it was seemed almost foolhar- 
dy, but he determined to reach the cel- 
lar at any and find out what it 
contained. After considerable effort he 
succeeded in making an entrance on the 
north side of the building (the main 
body of fire was on the south end), and 
groping his way through the smoke and 
darkness, lantern in hand, he found 
himself in the basement. The heat was 
intense and the air stifling. Ahead of 
him in the corner of the basement he 
could the flames rolling about, 
crackling and roaring as they devoured 
case after of goods. Peering 
tivough the thick atmosphere, it was 
some time before he could discover any 
thing that looked like the entrance to 
the cellar, but finally he spied a door 
about midway in the basement that he 
felt sure must lead to the subcellar, It 
Was dangerously near the roaring fur- 
nace ahead of him, and he thought to 
himself, ‘*Uan I reach that and get in- 
to the cellar and back again before the 
fire cuts me off?’ He made up his mind 
at least to make the effort. So he walk- 
ed cautiously across the basement floor 
toward the door, keeping his eye on the 
fire all the time. It grew hotter and hot- 
ter as he advanced, and the perspiration 

from his face in great 
he was almost suffocated 
hand finally rested on the 
knob of the door. He opened it and 
stepped inside. What a relief! The 
transformation was almost murvelous, 
for the change from the heated atmos- 
phere of the basement to the cool air of 
the cellar was like stepping ‘out of a 
redhot oven into an icebox. 

He descended the cellar stairs rapidly, 
and holding his lantern aloft looked 
about him. it was as he had suspected. 
The cellar was filled with immense 
cases of straw hats, and although, ow 
ing to the fireproof floor, the fire prob- 
ably could not descend, when the many 
streams got to work the damage by 
water would be enormous, 

He hastily ascended, 
tiously out of the door, he found the 
fire had not advanced any farther. He 
then made his way quickly through the 
dense smoke to the street. 

He reported to the superintendent of 
the patrol, who had arrived by this 
time, the fact that he had been in the 
basemen, and his discovery in the cel 
lar, and told him he could doa great 
deal of good if he could only take the 
men down and coyer up the stock, The 
superintendent was at first loath to let 
him do so, for the situation looked too 
dangerous, but finally he gaye permis- 
sion and the captain gathered his patrol- 
mnen about him and armed with covers 
they followed him to the subcellar to 
“cover up."’ 

by this time the companies that had 
responded to the second and third 
alarms sont out were at work, as well 
4s the companies that had been ordered 
into the basement, and the air in the 
cellar was not as pleasant as when the 
captain had first descended, The fire 
had begun to ‘‘scttle,’’ and the subcel- 
lar was filled with a thick, murky 
smoke, While a constant, scalding drip 
was falling from the ceiling. 

In this dim, stifling atmosphere the 
patrolnen went to work with a will, 
sprouding their waterproof covers over 
case after case of valuable stock, while 
overhead they could hear the roaring 
and cracking of the Hames, the splash 
ing of the many streams as they were 
dashed about, and now and then a dull 
crash as some heavy piece of masonry 
was crumbled away by the heat. Those 
were conditions under which few men 
would care to labor. 

At any moment the fire raging in the 
basement over their heads might pet 
beyond the control of the firemen bat- 
tling with it, and, spreading, cut off all

property valued at over $100,000 had 
been saved from destruction. 

When No, 2 patrol returned to quar- 
ters the next morning (for it was nearly 
morning before they weret through), 
there was scarcely a member whose 
neck, hands and wrists were not scalded 
and blisterad to a painful degree, for 
they had worked during nine hours in 
a veritable shower bath of boiling water, 
from which there was no escape.

Racing and polo tennis and billiards 
have become more congenial to the ra 
jah and the nawab of today than the 
tlaborate  spome and pastimes that 
Whiled away the long days of his ances 
tors, In some of the Rajput states, how 
ever, an effort is still made not to allow 
the anciemt habits to fall wholly inte 
resuetude, Of all the great dynasties of 
the continent the Rajputs boast the 
proudest descent, and the origin of the 
sovereign houses is hidden in the mist 
of time. In Ulwur the maharaja, who, 
by his kind?iness of disposition and 
alertness of intelligence, gives the most 
hopeful promise of future fame, is still 
aominor, and his territory is under the 
immediate control of a capable officer 
of the Indian government, No state in 
Rajputana has a greater reputation for 
its breed of horses. Tt used in the old 
days to be a famous place for fights be 
tween wild beasts and birds, and 
though the contests are now quite free 
from all stain of cruelty the show is 
carefully kept up. 

One afternoon of my stay there T saw 
in the palace grounds a full exhibition 
of the old kind, The princely mansion, 
built in the old residency style, stands 
in a charming ‘‘compound,’’ or park, 
with exceptional surroundings, in that 
it has before it a large expanse of real 
turf, kept green by constant flooding, 
that plensantly sets off its white walls 
and its red sun blinds, 

First of all there was a parade of the 
show horses and ponies, Arab and coun- 
try bred. One by one, as in a circus, 
they were put through their tricks and 
paces by the superintendent of the sta- 
bles, a fine old *Mussulman, with red 
whiskers, who had been all his life in 
the service of the maharaja’s family. A 
big piebald was particularly clever at 
walking on his hind legs and hopping 
on three, holding up the near fore leg. 

Afterward cume a performing parrot, 
which, by a nice adjustment of weights, 
was made to twist a loaded stick round 
and round until I thought his neck 
would be wrung off. Then followed some 
more ‘business’? on the same lines 
This was but the preliminary to the ex- 
hibition of the afternoon, for, led along 
the road, there marched two by two 
buffaloes, rams, black buck and, in the 


rear, a single cheetah. The last named 
was purely for show. The other soris 
not long ago had to fight out their bat- 
tles to the bitter end, 

Now the horns are muffled and the 
contest has become a game, which the 
animals are as well drilled in as a band 
of acrobats. Two rams, half black, half 
white, are led to either side of the grass 
plot and then let go at one another full 
speed. With a terrific bang their heads 
come together, You would think that 
thoir skulls must be broken, but instead 
they rebound trom the encounter not 
one penny the worse, and after a few 
such trials of hardness they are led 
quietly away. After them the black 
bucks come tothe front and wresthk 
with their horns interlaced until their 
keepers think they have had enough of 
it. In like manner the old buffaloes 
strugele and struggle, not able to do 
more than the champion of the modern 
ring with the gloves on. The cheetah 
was not asked to display his prowess, 
but T was told that when little 
tine before he was put on quarry he had 
been so idle that he absolutely refused 
todo his work. In 
ever, cheetah hunts still take place, but 
as the cheetah penerally takes the 
sinaller buck ro real interest makes up 
for the cruelty of the sport. Cocks and 
quails, with their fighting power gone, 
followed the animals into the arena, 
The spurs of the cocks were carefully 
covered, while the quails were separat 
ed the moment they began to fight in 
real earnest. As for the quails, for sheer 
pugnacity and desperate courage, they 
carry off the palm. It is trne they had 
a stimulant not given to the other fight 
ers of the palace, for in their sanded 
circle was placed a hen, for whose favor 
they evidently believed they were con- 
tending.

18. ‘And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had obtained 
their purpose, loosing thence they sailed 
close by Crete."’ Paul, with Aristarchus, 
a former fellow traveler, and afterward a 
follow prisoner (Acts xix, 20; Col. iv, 10), 
is now at sea on his way to Rome, ‘They 
touched at Sidom and thence near Cyprus 
to Myra onthe mainland of Lycia, in Asia 
Minor. There he was transferred toa ship 
of Alexandria bound for Italy, and after 
many days of slow sailing roundgd the east 
end of Crete and reached the Fal Havens, 
on the south coast of Crete. Here they 
spent much time, until Paul advised them 
not to venture farther on account of the 
season, but the muster and owner and the 
majority advised to try and reach the port 
of Phenice, a little farther west in Crete, 
and winter there. So with a light wind 
they started, keeping as near the land as 
possible, Paul is in the hands, humanly 
speaking, of those who know not God, but

Sea Water of Many Colors. 

Ona bright, sunny day visitors are 
often puzzled at the numerous colors 
visible on the surface of the sea. There 
Will perhaps be some four or five streaks 
of green, blue, yellow, black and so 
forth, making the water appear es 
though it were painted in color stripes 
of mathematical precision. 

To the initiated these several stripes 
have their meaning. 
wl produced by the character of the 
ocean bed and, as a rule, are only seen 
in close proximity to land. 

If you see a deep blue or green patch, 
you may label it deep water, the blue 
usually being deeper than the green. A 
yellowish tint signifies a sandy bottom, 


and, if itis very pronounced, indicates | 


a shoal or sand bank, 

Black indicates rocks, although sea- 
weed or cloud shadows will sometimes 
produce a similar effect, 

On the esst coast it is no uncommon 
thing to see a patch of bright red where 
the sun has reflected the color of the 
deep brown sand on the surface, 

Where the bottom is muddy, as on 
the Essex coast, a streak of bright silver 
gray is often seen,

ors are in the sea water itself, whereas

FLOATING FIRE ENGINES, 


The Powerful and Effective Equipment of 
New Vork’s Fireboats, 

Mr. Charles T. Hill, writing in St 
Nicholas of New York's fire depart 
ment, thins describes the pumps of the 
firehoat New Yorker: 

These pumps have a throwing capaci 
ty of fully 16,000 gallons of water overy 
minute, and under the best condition 
they have been known to reach 12,000 
gallons #® minute—over 6,000 gallons 
more than any other fireboat afloat 
The water is fawn in through the sides 
of the boat, below the water line, into 
What is known as the suction bay, mak- 
from which the 


ing an inner reservoir 
punips are fed, 

There are about 10,000 little holes, 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter, 


in the sides of the boat 
sidu these suction bays, and through 
these holes the water is drawn tn and 
filtered that no foreign substance 
miiy get into the pumps. From the 
pumps it is forced into an air chamber, 
thus equalizing the pressure all around, 
and then into a veritable water main 


bored just out-

12 inches in diameter, which rans all 
around the boat between  deeks nnd 
supplies the various outlets. There are 


42 of these outlets, including the four 
standpipes or monitor nozzles, and they 
vary in size from 6 inches in diameter 
down to 2'¢ inches, the size of the reg 
wation tire hose. Two of the monitor 
nozzles are mounted aft, on top of the 
cabin, and a big and a small one on top 
of the wheelhouse, The two standpipes 
aft have 2'y inch nozzles, the big one 
8, inch 


on the wheelhouse having a 
opening, From the latter a solid 84) 
inch stream can be thrown a distance 


of 820 feet, and if necessary this can be 
increased toa 5'y inch opening, and a 
mighty stream of water having that 
width can be sent thundering out into 
space over 200 feet. Lf you could hear 
this immense stream as it pours into 
the bay, like a miniature cataract, you 
could better appreciate the power of 
this remarkable boat. 

No body of tire could very long with 
stand a deluge like this, and it requires 
only a few dushes of this massive stream 
to effectively quench a fire in the rig 
ging or in the upper works of a ship 
The stall monitor nozzle, mounted on 
the other side of the wheelhouse, has a 
14, ineh opening, and a powerful stream 
ean also be thrown from this and. of 
course toa much greater distance, for 
as the stream is reduced in diameter it 
can po a preat deal farther. 

To the outlets along the side of the 
deckhouse and at the bow and stern are 
attached short lengths of hose to fight 
fire at close range. The pumps of the 
New Yorker are powerful and the 
pressure of these outlets is so great that 
it would be impossible for men to han 
dle these lines if there were 
sort of machinery to aid them, and 
therefore an appliance known as a ‘rail 
pipe’ is brought into play. This is} 
something like a big rowlock and is set 
in the gunwale in the same manner that 
a rowlock is set in the rail of a row- | 
boat.

How Some Plebeian Names Attained to 
the Patrician Degree, 


Under the government of July, and 
When the second empire 


entering the diplomatic service, where 
their names would have been a pledge 
of weleome abroad, Resort was there- 
fore had to what are called in France 
homnnes de carricre, These had not and 
could not have any other authority than 
their talents gave them. This was not 
enough either for the government or 
them, They were therefore made barons 
and counts, of them acquired 
their titles from foreign governments. 
The court of Rome, while not prodigal, 
rarely refused to grant a title of count 
when asked for it. Several French 
charges d'affaires, and even embassa- 
dors, got their semblance of 
from Rome, Some still exist which had 
no other origin.

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THE CIRCUIT BOULEVARD. 

Last Friday another step was taken 
towards carrying out the plan for the 
boulevard projected a year or more 
ago by leading men of Woburn and 
Winchester. It is known as the Cir- 
cuit Boulevard. 

At half past two o’clock on that day 
William B. de la Casas, Chairman, and 
Edwin H. Haskell, A. L. Richards, 
Col. Thomas L. Livermore, members 
of the Metropolitan Park Commission, 
uccompanied by Johv Woodbury, See- 
retary of the Commission, W illiam ‘T. 
Pierce, Engineer, and Frederick Law 
Olmstead, Jr., Landscape Architect, 
were met at Winchester by Mayor 
John P. Feeney, Hon. Edward D. 
Hayden, Hon. Edwin F. Wyer and 
Elmore A. Pierce, all of Woburn, and 
Samuel W. Twombly, Esq... of Win- 
chester, where the party took carriages 
and drove over the proposed line for 
the boulevard. ‘The object was of 
course to show the Commission the at- 
tractions of the route and the feasibility 
of the scheme to beautify Woburn and 
Winchester. 

So fur as one was able to judge from 
remarks made by members the Com- 
mission were very favorably impressed 
with the country through which they 
passed, with its beauties and adapt- 
ability for parkway purposes, and the 
reasons urged by the entertainers for 
building one. The drive extended from 
a point in Winchester up Mystic Valley 
to the east side of Woburn, thence on 
through Woburn City Park, and then 
to the Public Library via Wyman and 


or less dispassionately, some pro and 
some con. With a few modifications 
the report was adopted. 

To a disinterested spectator it was 
apparent that there existed in the meet- 
ing a spirit which if persisted in would 
prove inimical to future harmony in 
the Committee. Such spectator could 
not free himself of the impression that 
certain members of the Committee will 
bolt the non-partisan movement unless 
everything goes their way, because like 
Ephraim they are joined to their idols 
and will not give them up, However, 
such a course by a few members, or 
any considerable number, cannot effect 
the standing of the Committee who, in 
discharge of the trust reposed in them 
by the people, will go on until their 
duties are performed, . 

The rules agreed on by the sub-com. 
mittee, while not faultless, were all 
good, and their adoption would hurt 
nobody who was in the movement for 
the public weal. And it appeared that 
the attacks of the objectors were not 
aimed so much at the letter of the law 
as to the spirit which they thought 
animated it. The flurry in the meeting 
might well be attributed to partisan 
jealousy. 

Adjourned to next Monday evening.

THE MAN WHO DID. 


A STORY OF THE TRYING TIMES 
BACK IN 1860. 


A Critical Period In the Lives of the Men 
on Uncle Sam's Warships—A Command- 
er Who Had to Be Unusually Diplo- 
matic to Prevent Trouble. 


This is the story of a man who did. 
There were men at that time who 
didn’t, and they were as honest in their 
actions, perhaps, as the others who did. 
It was more or less a question of view- 
point. But this one man might have 
turned the other way and been less 
blamable than many of his fellows. 

Uncle Sam turns out each year now, 
as he did 50 years ago, a lot of young 
fellows who swear allegiance to his 
service and then go forth on sea and 
plain to duties involving manliness, 
courage and hardihood. To their glory, 
be it said, there are no funkers. The 
service today is easier, however, than it 
was back in 1860, and there is not the 
strain of sectional feeling among the 
ofticers that disrupted many a mess in 
that other time. The worst that happens 
now is to get some priggish or unpop 
ular chap about who upsets equanimi- 
ties. But in 1860 feeling was so strong 
that even the quarterdeck was not free 
from suspicions of a treason taint, and 
the ‘told man’’—as the ship's com- 
mander is irreverently and affectionate- 
ly called—was compelled to be diplo- 
matic beyond custom to restrain the la- 
tent fires.

‘*Aye, aye, sir, Same flag and same 
Uncle Sam in Maryland asin Massa- 
chusetts, y’ know.”’ 

**God bless you, my boy. Your fa- 
ther and I fought side by side as lads 
in 1812, and while there are some of us 
who are not going away IL prayed God 
your father’s son would stick to us.’’

17. “After three days Paul” called the 
thief of the Jews together,’’ ‘The expres- 
sion ‘‘three days’' is so suggestive of resur- 
rection that one cannot fail to think of it 
who has anything of the spirit of Paul, 
who had his heart utterances 
“That Linay know Him and the power of 
His resurreection’’ (Phil. ili, 10). At: his 
conversion he was three days without 
sight, and then Ananias came to him, sent 
of God. Probably he gave himself to prayer 
these three days in Rome that he might be 
fully in the Lord’s hands as His messenger 
to accomplish His pleasure, and now the 
principal Jews of the city have come to- 
gother to hear what he has to say, 

18, ‘There was no cause of death in 
me.’’ Yet here he is in Rome a prisoner 
by the will of God. So there was no cause 
in Christ why He should be hated (John 
xv, 25) or crucified, yet by the will of God 
Ho suffered the just for the unjust. To be 
Willing to endure hardship for the good of 
others is Christlike, for He loved us and 
gave Himself for us, leaving His home in 
glory for over 83 years and suffering all 
the humiliation consequent upon His being 
the sinner’s substitute, that we who accept 
Him might not only be saved, but share 
His glory. 

10. ‘Not that I had aught to accuse my 
nation of.’’ Although it was through his 
own people that he was now a prisoner, 
yet he would not accuse them, but rather 
see the hand of God in it all and continue 
to love and pray for his poor, blinded peo- 
ple.

(no vote had been taken, mind you) 
who, he said was his candidate, who 
was the only one he would vote for, 
and whose defeat would drive him 
(Curran) out of the non-partisan 
movement. His speech demonstrated 
beyond question that Lawyer Carran 
was the most intensely partisay mem 
ber of the Committee and the only one, 
except the four or five gentlemen who 
supported him in the attitude he assumed 
towards the business.

CATCHING WILD ELEPHANTS 


A Stirring Hunting Scene tn the Jungles 
of Nepal. 


Marie A. Millie contributes a num- 
ber of ‘Stories of Elephants” to St. 
Nicholas. She says: 

The chase for wild elephants be- 
gan next day at carly dawn. We 
had heard of a wild herd being seen 
in the Chila valley, and we mounted 
on an elephant to see the hunt, Mr, 
Bagshawe, the conservator of for- 
ests, Was in command of the party, 
and Bijli Prasad was the most re- 
sponsible elephant. 

For two long days they hunted 
their wild brethren through the 
deepest jungle, and in some places 
the pampas and other grasses waved 
four and five feet higher than our 
heads even while we were riding 
on the elephant. 

Once, on the second day, the quest 
seemed hopeless. Through bun 
gling o1 owing to the dense jungle 
the herd had escaped, and the la- 
dies of the party halted for luncheon 
in a deep ravine, After an hour's 
interval we heard the reports of 
guns and the roaring and thunder- 
ing stampede of the ‘chasers,’? Im- 
agine our feelings in the ravine 
knowing when tho herd 
would be on us, trampling us over, 
or whether there was the faintest 
hope of our being ‘Sin at the death.”

Each hill was occupied by 
tame elephants and their riders, 
but still the gallant beasts made a 
noble fight for freedom. It was 
really distressing to see their un 
easiness and trouble, particularly 
that of one poor mother, who had 
such a dear little baby, not more 
than 345 feet high.

But it was of no avail. Bijli's 
enormous strength was too much 
for the poor, tired, wornout beast 
Atthe first sign of yielding four 
mignificent tame clephants, with 
mahouts on their backs, rushed int« 
the field.

QUARTERMASTER IGO. 


An OMeer From Michigan Who Became 
lamous During the War 

“Service in the army,’ remarked the 
veteran, ‘‘certainly tended to develop 
tharacteristics, and if a soldier possess 
ed peculiarities they were bound to 
come out. Bvery regiment had among 
its members one or more who became 
known to everybody, who were distin- 
guished by a nickname, and to a certain 
extent were privileged characters, Some 
of thew even achioved fame, and their 
doings and sayings were repeated 
throughout the army. Among the most 
noted of these in Buell’s command was 
a regimental quartermaster from Michi- 
gan. On reportingg at Louisville T was 
ordered to take charge of a steamboat 
louding with stores and ammunition for 
Nashville. Nearly all the captains and 
pilots on the southwestern rivers were 
believed to sympathize with-the seces 
sionists, aid it was presumed that these 
gentlemen would not give way to grict 
if the boats they were running, loaded 
with government supplies, should be 
saptured at some convenient landing by 


rebels, Hence the precaution of running 
the boats under the direction of a Union 
officer with a guard on their decks, 

“On going aboard the boat to which 
[ had been assigned Twas halted at the 
gungway stairs by an undersized man 
whose hair was several degrees beyond 
auburn and whose accent savored of 
Tipperary with the salutation: 

Who in thunder are you?’ 

“T produced the document from head 
quarters, Which he read over carefully 
and with a profound bow handed back, 
remarking : 

** You're all right and can go where 
you like, I've been taking charge of this 
craft) because she needed a head, but I 
resign. ‘There's a devil of a lot of our 
fellows aboard, I’m Quartermaster Ipo.’ 

“This was my introduction to the 
quartermaster, On the arrival of his 
regiment at Louisville he had, or imag 
ined he had, business with the quarter-

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Lost Mines and Springs. 


There is a tradition in New Mexico 
that many mines once freely worked

about by the Indians. New Mexico is 


| Supposed once to have been much more 


attractive than it is now. The Pueblo 
Indians arose in revolt on the first full 
moon in August, 1680. When they had 
driven the Spaniards down into old 
Mexico, they set to work to change the 


| conditions so that there should be little 


temptation to reconquer New Mexico. 

This idea inspired the filling of mines 
which had been opened and worked dur- 
ing the former Spanish occupation. The 
Indians, with great care, destroyed all 
traces of many mines, it is said. This 
is not so surprising as what they did to 
the springs. It is tradition, and the 
statement is commonly accepted as his- 
toric truth, that in their labors to ren- 
der the country as uninviting as possi- 
ble these Indfans suppressed numerous 
springs. Such results were accomplished 
in an ingenious manner. The Indians 
dug down and cleared away the dirt 
until they found the crevices of the 
rock through which the water came. 
They took the fibroas bark of a species 
of fir tree and tamped it into the crey- 
ices. As the material became water 
souked it swelled until it plugged. 
Nothing remained but to throw back 
the dirt and to give to the surface the 
general arid appearance of the surround- 
ing country. This was not a temporary 
expedient. It resulted, according to the 
present theory, in the permanent de- 
struction of many sources of water. 

To this day the appearance of slight 


moisture often stimulates a search for 
one of the missing springs. Occasion- 
ally these searches are successful, The 


earth is removed, the crevices are found, 
the bark is picked out and the water, 
after more than two centuries of being 
turned back, resumes its natural flow. 
—Topeka Capital.

Woman’s Clab. 


Friday afternoon, Nov. 19, was a gala 
day for the Woburn Woman's Club, as 
a reception was given to. officers of 
Massachusetts Federated Club, nearly 
forty of whom responded in person to 
the invitations sent. The literary enter- 
tainment furnished, consisted of an in- 
tensely interesting paper given by Mr. 
Nathan Haskell Dole, his subject being, 
“Originality in Art and Literature,’”’ or 
as he made the alteration, “Originality 
in Literature and Art,’ for he con- 
sidered literature a much broader field 
for labor than art. 

The old saying, “There is nothing new 
under the sun,” was verified many times 
during the discourse, and yet the general 
criticism upon both paper and speaker 
would be, “How very original.’ From 
the beginning Mr. Dole maintained that 
much which passes as originality is 
but plagiarism. We find ourselves ac- 
customed to associate certain lines with 
some particular author, when suddenly 
the same thought is tound in the works 
of one of the ancient writers.

HISTORY OF THE EARRING. 
How Various Nations Have Regarded the 
Ear Pendants, 

The custom of studding the person 
with goms 1s of extreme antiquity, 
and the fashion of piercing the ear 
lobes for the purpose of sustaining 
gems set in gold has been followed 
by most races from the earliest 
times to the present day. Homer 
lescribes how Juno placed pendants 
in the lobes of her ears. Eardrops 
were presented by Eurydamas to 
Penelope, and among the Athenians 
it was a mark of nobility to have 
the ears bored. 2 

Among the Phasnicians, however, 
the wearing of earrings was the 
badge of servitude, and the same 
custom obtained with the Hebrews, 
The rabbis assert that Eve's ears 
were bored when she was exiled 
from Eden us a sign of slavery and 
submission to the will of her lord 
and master. The Egyptian women 
wore single hoops of gold in their 
ears, and in Biblical times the cus 
tom appears to have been universal. 
They appear to have been regarded 
as the most cherished possessions of 
their wearers and were only parted 
with under gieat stress of necessi- 
ty. Thus, the golden calf is sup- 
posed to huve been made entirely 
from the gold earrings of the peo- 
ple. Among the Arabs the expres- 
sion '‘to havea ting in one’s ears”’ 
is synonymous With ‘‘to bea slave,” 
and to the present day an Arab who 
has been conquered by another 
places a ring through his ear asa 
sign of obedience and servitude. 

So general was the use of earrings 
in Rome und so heavy were they 
that there were women whose pro- 
fession was that of ‘ear healer,” 
who tended the ears of those ladies 
who had torn or injured the lobes 
with the weight of their pendants 
These specialists were known as au 
rieuloe ornatirei. At one period the 
Roman men took to wearing eur 
rings, but the custom was forbidden 
by Alexander Severus, whiie in 
Greece the children wore an earring 
in the right ear only. 

Coming to more modern times, 
the fashion of wearing earrings ap- 
pears to have been general in Eng- 
land from the conquest. 

The early Saxons appear to have 
worn rings of plain gold in their 
ears, while in the fourteenth centu- 
ry these appear to have been deco 
rated with small pearls. In the reign 
of Elizabeth earrings were adopted 
by men of fashion, and the custom 
spread until in James I’s time all 
the courtiers had their ears pierced 
The earrings worn by men took the 
form of either plain wire rings or 
crosses or triangles of gold, studded 
with gems. 

There is a very ancient notion 
which is still held by country folks 
that the piercing of the ears is good 
for the sight. The origin of this be- 
lief is lost, but it has obtained for 
centuries. It is scarcely necessary 
to state that the belief is quite with- 
out foundation. 

In the middle ages it was the cus- 
tom for lovers to present earrings 
to their mistresses, and persons who 
were about to be married used to 
stick a flower through the ring or 
over the ear, much as a clerk would 
a pen, asa sign of their being en- 
gaged. 

A curious variety of earring much 
worn during the reigns of Elizabeth 
and James I was the ear string 
This has been alluded to by many 
writers. Thus in the Westminster 
drolleries we find; 


Yet for thy sake J will not bore my eure 
To hang thy dustie silken shoe ties there 


And Marston, in his satires, pub- 
lished in 1598, has: 


What maan'st thou, dim that walks all open 
breasted, 
Drawn through the ear with ribands? 


As to whether the wearing of 
wires through the ears is likely to 
come into general fashion again in 
this country we do not offer any 
opinion, There must, we should 
imagine, always be a_ prejudice 
against the mortification of the flesh 
necessary, and the custom of hay 
ing children’s ears pierced has 
ceased to be general for many years, 
but the dictates of fashion are tickle, 
and it is just possible that we may 
see leaders of fashion wearing both 
ear and nose rings before the close 
of the century. Who knowsi—Ex- 
change.

rence, 
The Waacht een beetje, however, with 
diabolical accuracy, whenever it has 
‘*hooked”’ a passerby, renders such at- 
tempts futile, for us soon as one has got 
free in one place, the thorns set in the 
opposite direction on the same branch 
invariably hook into some fresh part of 
the clothing and «at each move the 
neighboring prehensile branches, set in 
motion by the movement, seem to hook 
on from above and below, until appa- 
rently there is only one possible way 
out of the difficulty, and that is to 
wrench oneself free at the expense of 
one's clothing and a succession of very 
pronounced and ugly scratches. Added 
to all this, the plant, with its light 
green foliage hiding the vicious thorns 
in its friendly appearing verdure, 
seems to invite the touch by an outward 
displey of attractiveness, never exposing 
on its exterlor any sign of its disagree- 
able nature.

A BASE BETRAYAL. 


BY CHARLES B. LEWIS. 


In the year 1862 an English mer- 
chantman, called the Red Cross, was 
wrecked on a reef in the gulf of 
Siam, and the sole survivor of a 


crew of 16 men was a sailor named 


“George Matthews. 


He floated an entire night and 
part of a day ona piece of wreck. 
age, and was ginally cast ashore on 
one of the Panjang islands, <All 
charts up to 1864 show a gyoup of 
three islands. Those printed since 
show but two. 

As a matter of fact, one of the is- 
lands disappeared in 1863,and sound. 
ings over the spot show a depth of 
100 fathoms. It was on this island, 
however, that Matthews was cast 
ushore, after drifting for 80 or 40 
miles, and he remained there for 
four months before being taken off, 

His island was almost circular in 
form and about half a mile across, 
and between the wild fruits on the 
trees and the shellfish along the 
shore the sailor did not suffer for 
food. 

He found evidences that fishermen 


and shell gatherers visited the is- 
land at intervals, but it was 130 


days after landing before he saw a 
human face, 

Matthews had been on the island 
«bout 60 days when a strange thing 
happened, There was a coral reef 
encircling the island and at low tide 
much of it was visible, 

One morning he awoke to find 
that the water had receded in al! 
directions until he could walk from 
the beach to the reef. In other 
words, where there had been from 
six to ten feet of water he now 
found the ocean bed. 

As the sailor looked about him 
and puzzled oyer the phenomenon 
he caught sight of the hulk of a 
small yessel lying in the basin and 
close to the reef. It was resting on 
its side, and he soon made out that 
it had tumbled off its bed on the 
reef as the waters receded, It was 
almost dry ground between him and 
the hulk, and he at once started out 
to examine her, It was a curious 
discovery he made—an old wooden 
hull, incased in an armor of shells a 
foot thick, He judged the craft to 
have been of about 200 tons burden, 
and she had been brig rigged Her 
musts had been broken off short 
near the deck, her rudder was gone, 
and there was a preat hole in her 
bottom where she had crashed on 
the reef, Although in fear that the 
waters would return at any mo 
ment, the sailor gave the hulk a 
pretty thorough overhauling, 

He found that she had been armed 
to fight, and close against the reef 
he found two small cannon, the hilt 
of a creese and the rusty barrels of 
three or four pistols. So thorough- 
ly incaged was the hulk in her shell 
armor that there was no way of pet- 
ting into her without proper tools, 
Her bulwarks had been swept away 
to the lust inch, but the crust over 
her decks was thicker than on her 
sides. 

At the end of an hour Matthews 
heayd a groat roqring optside the 


reef, and realizing that the waters 
were returning he ran for the beach. 
Something like a tidal wave swept 
in after him, and had he not caught 
the limb of atree and pulled him 
self up he would have been killed o1 
drawn out to sea. 

It was half an hour before the sea 
grew quiet, and he then found that 
the hulk had been swept in and left 
on an upright keel so near the beach 
that the waters barely covered her 
at high tide. At low tide her whole 
decks and two feet of her sides wer 
exposed,and a casual observer would 
have taken her for a rock. 

At the first low tide Matthews 
boarded the hull and pounded off 
the shells about the cabin hatch and 
finally made his way to the cabin 
itself, It was full of water, of course, 
and he gained nothing. He realized 
that so long as the hulk remained 
where she was he could not pene- 
trate the interior, He did not even 
board her again during his stay on 
the island, 

Some 50 days after his first dis- 
gAbiand he was taken off by a native 
yout and 20 days later was set 
ashore at Singapore. His rescuers 
did not notice the shell inerusted 
hulk, nor did the sailor say a word 
concerning her. It was curious 
enough that I was the first person 
he spoke to on landing at Singapore. 
I was a reporter on The Times and 
had been aboard of a craft in the 
harbor, 

Matthews accompanied me to the 
office and gave me the particulars 
of his story, and in return I supplied 


him with money for his immediate | 


wants, Hesaid nothing to me of 
the wreck in telling his adventures. 
It was three ‘days later before he 
sought me out and gave me that bit 
of information. 

He had coneluded from the first 
that the hulk was that of a Malay 
pirate, and he was strong in his be- 
lief that she would have treasure 
aboard, He could not get at her 
alone, and, being penniless and only 
acommon sailor, he feared that if 


he gave his information away he | 


would not be fairly dealt with, 1 


think he trusted me simply because |

The Deony of Literary Trate, 

Bdmund William Gosse, who holde 
she position of translator to the British 
board of trade and is the ‘clerk lectur 
6r in Dnglish literature’? at Cambridge, 
in writing on the present decay of liter 
ary taste says: ‘The only hope for lit- 
erature is that in spite of the indiffer- 
euice to—nay, the positive dislike of— 
careful writing on the part of the pub- 
liv, those who write, being themselves 
artists or artisans, shall continue to 
five to their productions this technical 
finish which alone invests it with dig- 
nity. Ttis only fair to say that in our 
own age there has been no lack of those 
who have honorably and unselfishly 
turned out work not slovenly finished, 
as the public preferred, but fashioned 
and polished in accordance with the 
laws and traditions of the art. But I 
tin bound to confess that T see and I 
deeply deplore a relaxation of this no 
ble zeal in some of our youngest erafts 
men, 1 fear that something of the lax- 
ity of public taste has invaded their 
private workshops and that they are 
apt to say to themselves that second 
rate writing is ‘good enough’ for the 
publishers, Whenever I see it boldly 
put forth that ‘the matter’ is everything 
and the ‘manner’ nothing, that to write 
With care is an ‘affectation’ or an ‘arti 
fice,’ that style may take care of itself, 
and that ‘unchartered freedom’ is the 
best badge of a writer there seems to 
riso before me the lean and hungry 
scholar, scraping and cringing before 
the great vulgar patron, with ‘What 
you wish, my lord. I don't presume to 
decide.’ And from this sort of obsequi- 
ousness to public ‘taste’ no return to 
self respect is possible. "’ 


R. H. Hutton on Dickens, 

Vhe late Richard Holt Hutton, editor 
of the London Spectator, was a well 
known intellectual critic, The follow- 
ing were his criticisms on the genius of 
Charles Dickens: ‘The wealth and 
subtlety of his |Dickens’] contrasts, the 
fine aim of his exaggerations, the pres- 
ence of mind (which is the soul of wit) 
displayed in his satire, the exquisitely 
professional character of the sentiments 
and metaphors which fall from his char- 
acters, the combined audacity and mi- 
croscopic delicacy of his shading in cari- 
cature, the quaint flights of his faney 
in illustrating a monstrous absurdity, 
the suddenness of his strokes at 
moment, the cumulative perseverance 
of his touches at another, all make him 
such a humorist as many centuries are 
not likely toreproduce. But then humor 
of this kind is not necessarily connected 
with any deep knowledge of the heart 
and mind of man, and of such a knowl- 
I can see little trace in Dickens. 
He had a memory which could retain 
and an imagination which could sub- 
limate aud a fancy which could in- 
definitely vary almost any trait which 
had’ ounce fixed itself in his mind, but 
the traits which did so fix themselves 
were almost always peculiarities, and 
his human figures are only real so far 
as they reproduce the real oddities of 
life, or what to aman in Dickens’ rank 
and real oddities, and of 
course while there are many real oddi- 
ties in the world these are not the staple 
of our average life, with which, indeed, 
Dickens’ genius never dealt either. 

Color Tints, 

It is interesting to know the real 
meaning of the various color tints with 
which we are familiar today, The ma- 
jority think the titles are bestowed hap- 
havard, but it is not Bach one is 
traceable to a well defined origin. For 
instance, mastic, the fashionable gray 
tan shade, is named after the mastic 
tree whicli grows in Greece, the gum of 
Which it resembles in color.

India ink is made 
from burned camphor, Scarlet is iodine 
of mercury. Chinese white is zine. Tur 
key ved is made from the madder plant 
that thrives in Hindustan. For indian 
yellow we are indebted to the camel, 
and for sepia to the cuttlefish. The lat- 
ter is an inky fluid the fish discharges 
When attacked in order to make the 
water opaque, The vivid crimsons, car 
mines and reddish purples are all fur 
nished by the cochineal insects. The 
beautiful prussian blue is achieved by 
fusing and other refuse 
auimal matter ina strong solution of 
potassium carbonate, Vermilion is from 
the cinhabar, gamboge from the 
yellow sap of a tree in Siam. Bister is 
the soot of wood ashes, and raw sienna 
is the natural earth from the vicinity 
of Siena, Italy. Umber is also an earth 
found close by Umbria, —Table Talk.

A Pullman Conductor on a Few of the 
People's Charactertatios, 

“There are some people who suppose 
the life of a Pullman conductor is a bed 
of roses,’’ said one of the fraternity, 
sitting in the comfortable smoking room 
of one of the rolling hotels the other 
day, ‘‘but let those persons try it fer a 
mouth or two and they will find there 
is something to do besides go through 
the coaches und take up, or ‘lift,’ as we 
call it, the tickets, Every ticket punched, 
every oveupied and every unoceupied 
seat, section or berth is to be reported 
to the proper officials and a diagram of 
each coach, showing the location of 
each passenger, must be attached to the 
report. On this train Iam in charge of 
every Pullman coach and am responsi- 
ble to the company for any damage 
which may be done. If a lock is broken 
or a glass cracked or broken, a towel, a 
brush or comb lost, I am expected to re- 
port the whole circumstances attend- 
ing the accident, giving the time, place 
and all possible reasons for it, and by 
whom done, if known, and if not known 
then it must be so stated, The porters, 
of course, are all under me and are re- 
quired to report to me all such things 
Which come under their notice, A good 
porter can aid a conductor very materi 
ally in his duties, and his services in 
that way are never overlooked, I have 
one With me now who joes on nearly all 
ny runs and is my right hand man, 

“There is one thing I have noticed 
particularly, and that is the difference 
in the traveling public in the south and 
in the north, I go as far as Florida one 
way and to the line of Canada the other, 
and I feel like Lam in a ditferent Jand 
almost when I cross Mason and Dixon's 
line. The northern pussengers require 
three times as much attention and serv 
ice as the southern, The greatest trouble 
with them is that they are never satis- 
fied with the place their tickets call for, 
If they bave lower 6, they want upper 
8. It doesn’t make any difference 
whether it is more desirable or not; 
they just want the change. Now, today, 
in the parlor car ahead the man in No, 
8 wanted to get No. 16 in order to be 
next to kome friends. So I tried to get 
No, 16 to take No, 8, but he refused ti 
change, so of cougse there was nothing 
for me to do, but I had No, 8 and No. 
16 both angry because No. $8 didn't ask 
for the seat he wanted when he bought 
his ticket of the agent at the office. In 
this case the man happened to have a 
good reason for wanting to change, but 
certainly had none for finding fault 
with me because No, 16 wouldn't agree 
to it. 

“Now, in the south I have never had 
any trouble like that. <A passenger 
comes in, takes the seat his ticket calls 
for, and there he stays unless a mis: 
placed switch or some other accident 
throws him out. There I go to bed as 
soon as the passengers are all in bed, 
but up here you can never tell when 
some man will want to change his berth 

“Tam a northern man myself, but 
the southerners are the people. Phila- 
delphia is my native town and has al 
ways been my home, but if I could ar 
range it I would go south and setth 
down, It would seem that the people 
from the south, having been raised wit! 
slaves around them, would be mor 
trouble than those from the north, but, 
taking them as a class, they seein ti 
have more consideration for those 
around them and more of that taet and 
courtesy Which make triends for them 
every where, 

“In Florida I never had any hotel 


bills to pay where Lam known. I go t 
the best hotels, and my uniform carri 

me through, but in the north it is very 
different. I would starve here, even 
among my friends, if my money wer 
not as good as the next. I don’t mea 

to say that a man should expect any 
more, but it only goes to show the dil 
ference in the twosections.

Rayleigh'’s Way to Strengthen Negatives, 

Lord Rayleigh has published a novel 
and ingenious way of intensifying weak 
photographic pictures, not by chemical 
but by physica] means. It is well known 
that a weak positive transparency shows 
much greater contrasts of light and 
rhade when held in front of a white 
sheet of paper than when held up to the 
light. This is due to the fact that 
through the transparent parts the white 
paper is seen with little loss of bril- 
hancy, while the more opaque parts 
act, as it were, twice over, once when 
the light passes through to the paper 
and once whe. it is reflected back to 
the eye. Lord Rayleigh’s method, based 
on this fact, is to back a weak negative 
with a flat polished reflector and to 
copy it in the camera by means of the 
usual condensing lens, with the light 
placed as much in a line with the copy- 
ing lens as possible. The positiye thus 
obtained can be used to make a still fur- 
ther intensified negative in the same 
manner. To get rid of the effect of false 
light reflected by the optical surfaces it 
is necessary either to give a slight slope 
to the condensing lens, or, if this is not 
used, to attach a prism of glass to the 
face of the negative to be copied. —Pall 
Mall Gazette.

6. “This then is the message which wo 
have heard of Tim and declare unto you, 
that God is ‘ight and in Him is no dark 
ness ne all.” Jolin wrote his gospel that 
Wo night believe that Josus is the Christ, 
the Son of God, and belleving have life in 
Him (John xs, 81). He wrote this epistle 
that we who believe might know that we 
have eternal life, be full of joy and not 
sin (chapters v, 18; 4, 4; fl, 1). Knowing 
Jesus personally, having heard and seen 
and looked apon and handled Him, he 
declares Him as the Word of Life, that wo, 
foo, may have fellowship with him, and 
with the Pather, and with Jesus Christ, 

6. Tf we say that we have fellowship 
With Him and walk in darkness, we lie 
and do not the troth.’’ Prom the begin- 
ning of the Bible story light is suggestive 
of God and darkness of sin and satan. 
The waste and void and dark condition of 
things in Gen, i, 2, secms to have been the 
result of a judgment which must have 
come upon the earth, for, according to 
Isn, xly, 18, R. V., compared with Gen, 4, 


2, God did not create the earth waste and 
vold. Isa. xxxiv, 11, and Jer. iv, 28, are 


the only other two places where we have 
the same combination of Hebrew words as 
in Gen, 1, 2, and in each caso a judgment 
is manifest. 

7. ‘But if we walk in the light, as He is 
in the light, we bave fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ His 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.’

Stamp Collecting. 
The collecting of postage stamps and 
the preservation of the same as curiosi 


ties began immediately after the issne 
of the Mulready envelopes and the 
1840 ponny black and twopence bine 


adhesives. The first published notice of 
such collecting is said to have appeared 
in Punch in 1841, 


The first government to follow the 
example of Great Britain was that of 
Brazil, which issued the large figure 


stamps in 1848, Other countries slowly 
followed, until the growth of commerce, 
made possible by railroads and ocean 
steamers, and the consequent increased 
domestic and foreign correspondence, 
caused most of the other governments 
to introduce the sane system of prepay- 
ment by stampsearly in the fifties. As 
the number of different stamps increas 
ed more and more persons became inter- 
ested in obtaining copies of the differ 
ent varieties, but probably the most effi- 
cient agent in stimulating curiosity and 
eventually collecting was the appear: | 
ance of the triangular Cape of Good | 
Hope stiatips in 1858. The shape was so 
odd and the design so beautiful that, 
judging by present it would 
seem as if almost every copy used was

Unfortu- 
nately in those early days of philately 
the custom was to paste down the stamp 
on pages of old blankbooks, and very 
few stamps remained whole after one 
or two removals.—Harper’s Round ‘La- 
ble.

When New England first went West, 
she stopped in Western New York, 
Later she pressed ou into the region of 


the Great Lakes. Then to Minnesota, 
Iler sons and daughters of the second 
and third generation are now as_ far 
west as Oregon. Even Hawaii claims 


some; and no doubt Alaska will welcome 
many in ‘98. Michigan has a large 
element of her good blood from New 
England and New York; and this fact 
marks Michigan as one of the most pro- 
gressive of our States. 

[It will surprise some of our Woburn 
autiquarians to compare 1645 with a few 
other dates of settlement. St. Augus- 
tine claims 1565, Sante Fe, James- 
town, 1607. Detroit, 1650. Young 
America read of Pontiac's 
and 1673. Though Michigan did not 
enter the Union till 1887, yet the story 
of itsearly French and English claimants 
is romantic reading. Unele Sam has 
just moved into an elegant post office 
at Detroit, our metropolis, whose site is

historic. In front of the building is a 
tablet which states that there the 
English erected, in 1778, a fort against 


the Americans. This tort, evacuated in 
1796 by the British, witnessed the closing 
scene of the War ot Independence. It 
was on July ll that the American flag 
was first unfurled over what) was then 
known as the Western Territory, which 
by that act was recognized as belonging 
to the Federal Union. 

Some people who never get out of the 
Eastern States have about the same idea 
of even the Middle West that some in- 
habitants of the Bvitish Isles have of 
any part of America. They would ex 
Rees to run against “the wild and wolly 
Vest’ in the shape of an Indian almost 
anywhere, The time factor does not 
count with them. Bat, one hundred and 
thirty-tlve years ago, Pontiac was the 
leader of a great confederacy of Indian 
tribes. The Indians in this section of 
the country were the Senecas, the Al- 
gonuquins, the Ottaways, Ojibways, Lro- 


quois, Pottawatomies, Delawares, Mi- 
itimies, Shawnees, Tlurous, and Wyan- 
dots. Pontiac was an Ottaway. He laid 


siege to Detroit for three months, with 


a thousand or more Indians at the last. 
By desperate elforts the fort was at 
length reinforced and the siege raised. 


Before Poutiae’s death, 2,000 whites had 
been killed 


Michigan is the battle ground fora 
battle royal. The Anti-Saloon League

Michigan may yet make its mark in 


this movement against a more danger- 
ous confederacy than was Pontiac's.

| Woman's Club Friday evening, Dec. 17, all 
business laid aside, and the time devoted to 
an illustrated lecture by Charles 8S. Norton, 
| Who from his own researches, gave much of 
j interest about Prof. Roentgen and XN rays 
Mr. Norton, with the aid of two classmates 
to assist atthe stereopticon, Mr. William 
W. Crosby and Mr. Leonard Buchanan, 
illustrated his subject with #lides showing 
the working of the N-ray from ite start to 
the present time 

“Ttis not yet two years,” said) Mr, Nor- 
ton, “since word came to us acrosa the 
water, that a means of seeing the invisible, 
and of photographing the unseen, had been 
found” Little or no reliance was placed 
upon this at first, but gradually it became 
an absorbing topic, and shortly many were 
tuking X-ray pictures Prof. Roentgen, to 
whom the discovery is to be credited, 
}ehanced upon this wonder by accident 
| while experimenting with tubes at his rou 
tine work. In this lay the foundation of 
| great possibilities for the future 

The voltage required for this work is 
10,000 to the inch, while that of the street 
railway is 500 add the ordinary electric 
light but 110. One experiment was es: 
pecially beautifal in which the current was 
made to pass through four tubes causing a 
brilliant fluorescence which defies descrip: 
tion. These tubes are of exceedingly hard 
alas Another experiment showed a 
powerful light from a tube imported from 
Germany which may yet become the method 
of lighting our homes. 

Mr. Norton apoke at considerable length 
of the valuable aid which this discovery 
had become in surgery and medical practice 
}os in examination of beart action and in 
} cases of broken bones or fractures. One 
of the slides showed Dr. Williams, at the 
city hospital in’ Boston, bending over a 
patient to discover where lay the seat of 
| disease The lecturer claimed that five 
years from now medical science would owe 
much in its advance to this discovery, 

Slides were used to illustrate how valu- 
able this art myy become in detecting bogus 
stones in jewelry. The genuine diamond 
was proved to be perfectly transparent, the 
X-ray showing only the setting Much of 
this subject is involved in mystery at the 
present, but is destined to become a mighty 
agentin the future,

The Prehistoric Dog, 

In the Roman period not only were

3ut the record of the antiquity of do- 
mesticated dogs does not even stop with 
the earliest known Egyptian monu- 
ments, Not only were such breeds known 
in Europe during the iron and bronze 
ages, but also during the antecedent 
neolithic or polished stone period, 
These have been described by Professors 
Rutimeyer and Woldrich, and 
who are acquainted with the difficulty 
of distinguishing between some of the 
living species by their skulls alone will 
understand the laborious nature of the 
task. Still these authorities appear to 
have made out that the Swiss neolithic 
dog (Canis palustris) had certain cranial 
resemblances to both hounds and span- 
iels, and thus indicated an advanced 
type, Which is considered to have been 
derived from neither wolves nor jackals, 
but from some species now extinet, Two 
other breeds have also been recognized 
from the superticial deposits of the con 
tinent, and if, as is very likely to be 
the case, any or all of these races ur 
the forerunners of the modern 
breeds it will readily be understood how 
complex is the origin of the mixed group 
Which we now call Canis familiaris, —

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THE GIANT CACTUS, 


Mexicans and Indiana Make Many Unea of 
the Ugly Plant, 

Southern New Mexico and Arizona 
and southwestern Texas embrace a re 
gion totally unlike any other section of 
the United States. This portion of our 
country bears evidence of its Mexican 


} origin in its swarthy population and its 


low built ‘‘adobe’’ houses, while its 
bleak mountains, hiding treasures of 
precious metal, and its sandy deserts, 
Among Whose greasewood and nesquite 
bushes live the poisonous tarantula, the 
venomous rattlesnake and the stinging 
scorpion, seem but part and parcel of our 
sister republic on the south, 

That which strikes che traveler most 
forcibly, however, in journeying through 
the sandy wastes is the wonderful luxu- 
riance of wae cactus family, which ap 
pears to grow everywhere, the lowly 
cholla (choyyah), che reedlike ocalilla 
(o-kah-lee-yah) and that unsightly 
giant, the great sahuara (sah-wah-rah). 
The drier the sand and the hotter the 
sun the better the cactus seems to flour- 
ish. On some mountain sides the chollas 
grow #80 thick one cannot pass through 
them, so flerce are the sharp spines of 
the cholla‘*balls."? Curved at their ends 
like fishhooks, these little spines pierce 
leather and fasten upon the skin of the 
foot, causing: the most intense pain, 

Rough and repulsive as these various 
kinds of cactus are, however, yet a use 
has been found for most of them. After 
treating the stems of some of the smaller 
varieties furniture is) manufactured 
from them—chuirs, tables and other 
small articles. The tall, graceful stems 
of the ocalilla are pathered and woven 
into fences, while the weird, uncouth 
sahuara is put toa numberof uses which 
will require a more detailed deseription. 

The suhuara, easily the king of the 
cactus family, is peculiar to Arizona, its 
fluted columns, with its gaunt, upward 
growing aris, coverimg the deserts in 
some places like a veritable forest. It 
is often 20 feet in height, and its heart 
is a watery pulp protected by long par- 
allel strips of tough, fibrous wood, reach- 
ing from base to top, the whole covered 
with a thick, green skin which success 
fully turns the sun’s rays and prevents 
the evaporation of the water within, 
Where the salhuara gets this water is a 
mystery, since it grows in the driest of 
places, where rains come, if they come at 
all, at almost yearly intervals. This 
water, however, is of no use to man, as 
many a poor prospector has found to his 
sorrow. It is astringent and bitter, sery- 
ing only to increase thirst. 

The Indians of the country—Apaches, 
Pimas, Papagoes, Maricopas—use the 
straight, flexible poles which form the 
skeleton of the sabuara in the construc- 
tion of their huts. Like the prickly 
pear, the giant cactus also bears a fruit 
which grows on the very tips of the par- 
ent stalk and its branches. This fruit 
is nearly the size and shape of a hen’s 
egg. When ripe, it is of a scarlet hue 
and splits open into four Jobes, disclos- 
ing a pulpy mass about the consistency 
of a fig and filled with minute black 
The Mexicans and Indians are 
passignately fond of this fruit—and 
are the birds. The former, if so fortu- 
nate as to get abead of their feathered 
rivals, take long poles and knock the 
fruit from the top of the stalk. The In 
dian squaws dry it and prepare it intoa 
dish resembling fig paste. 

But there isa use to which the squaws 
put the fruit Which is not so commend- 
able. It is pressed in wide, shallow
